canue did; but he tooke from thence a great of precious attires & ornaments of gold; 
whereby he was entiſed to make a more diligent : andheeſentrwoofhis anic for the 
nonce into the inner part of the Sepulchre, where the bodies of Slomon and David were intom- 
bed; who were there loſt, and as it is reported,fire came out of thoſe ſecretplaces and conſumed Herode lo 
them.

Alchoughchis Epiſtle was both wricren and ſenc, yer 
D did not Petronies receiueche fame during Caiss life time, for char they thar caried the ame, were 
Raied by croſſe windes; ſo thar Petronius receiued thoſe letrers chat cerrified him of {4/us death, 
before he recciued the other. For God would nortorger Petronins, who expoled himlelfe ro 
greardangers for the loue of the Tewes,and for the honour of God. And Cas being raken ourof 
the world by Gods wrarh being kindledagainſt him, by that heaffeRed divine honours, 
receiucd his reward ; and Petronizs obtained fauour both ar Rome,and thorow al the whole 
uernment, and eſpecially among the principall Senators,againſt whom Caits wieetcatipans ted 
vomir hischolerickediſgraces. He died alittleafter heehad written the lerrer ro Petronins, by 
which herthrearned and denounced him death, Hereafter will I declare the cauſe why he was ta- 
kenour of this world, & the maner how treaſon was complotredand wroughragainſt him. The Petronius te:

| meh of mine owne,which conſtrained me todepart out of the kingdome withina little while, And 
calling Criſps ſecretly vnto mee, I charged him to makethoſe ſouldiers drunke, who had: the 
chargeof him,to the end that he mightin all ſecuritie fliebacketo theking. Thus Tiberias bei 
1 1 rye the ſecond time by my gouernmentand prouidenceauoyded at thattime 
a great and fatal . 

C ekrnackve [aſtus,the ſonne of Piſtus, fied vnto the king without my knowledge: the 
Inftue 'dcfirech Caulc of which flight of his,l willorderly exprefſe. As ſoone as the Romans had begun their 
ro command againſt the [ewes,the Tiberians concluded to obey the king, and in no fort to rebell a 
Gale. gainſtthe Romans. But /#ſ{s cggedthem ontotake armes, thirſting atter alteration,andho- 1 
ing both to obtaine the gouernment of Galilee, as of his owne countrey: but his hope failed 
imof a ſuccesfoll end. For the Galileans being cnuiouſly bent againſt the Tiberians, for thoſe 
iuiuries they had ſuffered at their hands before the warre,could notallow /uſtws ro bee their 
uernour. My ſeltc alſo, whom rhe people of Ieruſalem putintruſt with the gouernment of 
lilee,was oftentimes ſo much mooued,rhar I failed little of killing /#ſiw«;lo intolerablewas his 
wickedneſſe. Hee therefore fearing leaſt my diſpleaſure (hould ſhorten his daies, went vnto the 
king,ſuppoſing that hee mightliue more freely and ſecurely with him . The Sephorites beyond 
their expeRation hauingeſcaped this firſt danger, wrote vnto Ceſtius Gallus the rime; re- 
quiring himto come vneo them, tothe endtharhee might be the ſooner ſcized of their Citie; or 
tharheſhould ſendthem forcesto withſtand the incurſions of their enemies: and finally they K 
wrought ſo much,that Gallzs ſent them ſtore of horſemen, and after them footmen, whocame 
by night, and were recciued intotheir Citie. But ſeeing that the countrey roundaboutthem 
Toſeph afſaileth was but in pooreeſtate, by reaſon of the Roman horſemen, I tooke my ſouldiers, and came to 
> oy Garizim, where I encamped ſome twentie ſtades oft of Sephoris, and by night approched the 

ſamec,and ſct ladders tothe wall, with which I encred a number of my ſouldiers,and became mas 

ſer of the better part of the Citic ; from whence notwithſtanding we were afterwards conſtrai- 

nedtoretice,for that we knew not the place,killing before our departure twelue Romane foot- 

men andewo horſemen, with ſome Sephorites, tothe onelyloſſc ofone of ours.

Bur che Romanes brake into 
thecitie, and ſacked ir,where they found the houles ſtored withall mancr of riches: and akin 
Jeauingagarrilon at Iericho,rerurned.He ſenc likewilerhe Roman ſouldiours tothe cities whi 
were on his ſide, towit, Idumea, Galilee, and Samaria, that. chey mighcabidechererill vvinter 
was paſt. Antigowns allo chrough Silo his meanes (whom he by money had made his friend) ob- 
rained thara part of his army might(during the winter time) abide at Lydda, for Antonia lake: 
and the Romans being now dilcharged from the warres, abounded in all things. F 

Allthistime Herod was not idle, for ndies qe wich cwo chouland foormen and fiue hun- 
drechhorſe, he wentabout Idumza,& lent allo his brother 1oſeph,leaſt by Antigens his meanes 
C the people ſhould rebell. And he himlelfe having carried his mocher and the reſt of his kindred, 
whom hcetooke from Maſlada, into Samaria ;and hauing placed them where no danger mighe 
betide them ; himſelf went into Galilee, to ſubdue that parc of the country,which as yet wasnor 
in his hands, and ro expell from thence the garriſons left by Antigonus. And when hee was come 
to Sephoris,notwithſtanding ic (new mighcily,hecalily crook it; fot the garriſon before heaſſaul- 


and caues; who making often incurſions vponthe countrey,, moleſted the inhabicancs no leſſe 
then if they had beeneanarmie of enemies. And ſending-before three companicsof foormen, 
and one troope of horſemen, intoa villagecalled Arbela, himlelfe fortle daiesafrer came thi- 
D ther with the whole armie. For all this the theeucs fcared him nor, burarming chemſelues,;came 
co meete him, truſting co their experience in warlikeaffaires, and cheir ownedeſperate cou 
andioining baccell; therighe wing of cheir barecll pur che left wing of Serods to flight: bur hee 
with his right wing preſently ſuccourcd them,and recalled his men that fled; & ruſhing violent= 
ly vpon hisenemies, hee a licrlc aflwaged the forces of theenemy, tillac laſt the forefront oftheix 
bartell,norablero ſtandany longer,fled. Herod purlied chem eucn vnto Tordan,and killed many 
of them ; thoſe that eſcaped fled over the riuer z and thus hee freed Galilee from that feare , ſaug 
that yet he hadleft ſome lurking in thecaues, and therefore hee was conſtrained there ro makea 
longerabode. Wherefore firſt of all he gavethe ſouldiersthe fruic of cheir labouts, and diſtribu- 
red roeuery one of themar hundreth and fifcie drachmes of (uer,and vnto the capraines more, 
E and fo ſentthem wheterhey ſhould paſſe the winter. Allo hee writ vnco liis youngeſt brother 
Pheroras to prouide neceſſaries for them ii the market; atid ro build a wallabour the caſtleof A- 
 lexandrium: which he performed.

taineofHe- footmen, and ſix hundreth horſemen againſt Antigenes. Aﬀter whole departure thoſe that were 
rode fouldiers 1ccaftomed torrouble Galilee,and moleſtir, hauing now (asthey cthought)opportunity aſſaulted 
Ptolomaw atvnawares and killed him : and waſted the country, reriring themlelues into-mirig 
grounds & ſecrer places. Which when Herod vnderſtood, he prelcntly cameroſuccourthewun, 
trey,and killed che moſt part ofthe enemies; and having takenallthe caſtles by force, he exated 
a hundreth ralenrs for recompence of thacreuolt to bee paid by the cities. Now the Parthians 
beingpur to flight, and Pacorwsſlaine, Yentidias being willed cherero by letters from Antonia, 
ſent vnto Hereda chouſand horſemen, & two legions of footmen caalygſt himagainſt Antigens. 
Now CAntigonus writlerters to the generall of che forelaid company named Aachers , deſiring 
him ro helpe him; and complaining that Herodiniured him, promiled himafummeofmaney. 
but he thinking it notbeſt to forſake him that he was ſent to ſuccour,eſpeciully ſecing thatHerad 
would giue more,would not beſuborned by him: yer counterfairing himlelfrobe Antigenuchis 
friend, meaning vnder that pretencerocreepeintothe knowledge of hisſecrers, which not regar- 
ding Herods counſel, he went rodiſcouer, notwichſtanding tha Herod diſlwaded him fromit: 
Bur _Antigonus perceiving hisinrenr,ſhur himour of theciry, &likeanenemy draue himayay 
from the walles, till ſuch time as Machera wasaſhamcd of rhat he had done; andſo retarnedto 
Amathunt vnto Herode. And being in a rage thatthings fell outagainſt his 10n, hekilled 
all the Iewes he found, nor reſpefting whether they fauoured Herod or Antigonus. Herod heteat 
was moued,and thought ro be reuenged vpon Machera as vponanenemy ;; yet he bridled hims 
ſelfe and haſted ro Antonius rolet himvwnderſtand Macheras cruelty. Machera remembringhow 
_— A *e hee had offended; followed the king, and with many entreaties beſoughthimto befri 
before Cheſt; Obtainedit. Yer Herod kept on his iourncy to Antonius, and hearing that hee wasnow \withs |

W /o/eph gouernour of all, commanding him rodoe noching againſt ,Mntigonsstill his 
78 returne. Forhe littlecruſted co Macheras helpe, becaule of the parts hee had plaied 
[F232 before. But Ioſeph vnderſtanding his brother ro beefarre off, nor regarding what 
charge was left him, wentrolericho acc6panied with five companies which Machers ſent with 
him, thinking now in harueſt timeto haue takenaway their corne: bur being aſſaulred bythe& 
nemievpon the mouncainesand in difficult places, himſelfe was there ſlaine;ſhewing himſelfein 
thar fighta worthy and valiant man : and there was not oneleftaliueof all the Roman

When he came vato Libanus, hee rooke eight hundrech inhabirancs 
of that mountaine to helpe him, and ioyned vaco them oneof che Romane legions; and norex- 
petting the day time, with chem heentred into Galilce;and meeting with hisencmies, he forced 
chem to fly vnto the place from whenc# hey came: andeucry day heaflaulredcheir Caſtle: Bur 
before he could cake it, being wearied with cruell winter. hee was conſtrained to leade hisarmie 
inco the nexc village. Within a few daics his number being increaſed by onc other legion which 
Antonius (eat, he put his enemies in luchafeare,tharthey in the night cime fledand forſookethe 
Caftle. And now he haſtcd to Ierichoto be reuenged vpon thole that killed his brother : where 
chcre befell him a moſt ſtrange accident, from che which beiag againſtall hopedeliucred he pe 
ſwadcd himlelferhar God bare an cipeciall loue vnro him. For when many nobles thar nighr 

ped wich him, ſupper being ended, and eucrievne being gone forth, incontinently che houſe 
ons heſupr fell downe: Herodrooke this as a Prelagium both of che dangers & proſperous 
ſucceſſe he was to hauc in his warres. And che next morningearly he from thence,and 
abour (ixe thouland of theenemies deicending from the mountaines aſſaulted the —_— 
buc chey durſtnor ioine barrell with cheRomancs, bur moleſted chem ſtanding afarreoff vvich 
ſtonesand darrs,and they wounded many : ſo that alſo Herod himclf palsing along,was woun- 
ded inthe (ide with a darre. Antigonss defirous to ſhew himiclfe moſt porenc, as well in 'mulci- 
crude of men, asalloin courage, ſent Pappasa friendof his withan army into Samaria, whorhere 
got the vitoric of Machera. Herod wentabourt theenemies countrey & tooke there five townes, 
anddeſtroied two thoutand of the inhabirants, and firing the houſes , hec returned to his armic 
ncere vntoa villagecalled Cana. MUBDS SL 

Euery day therecame flocking vnto hima very great numberof lewes, both from Tericho 
and from es parts of the countrey , ſome of them hating Antigens, other ſome louing He» 
rod for his valiant deeds : for many without any reaſon deſired an alteration: VV hileſt thus hee 
haſted co fight, Pappas with his men neither fearing the multitude;nor ſtrength oftheir enemies, 
came fiercely vpon chem, and offered barrell. The bartell beeing begun, the othersa while abs 
ſtained, only Herod remembring his brochers death ventured morcthenthereſt,corhe endrobe 
reuenged vpon them thar were the authors thereof: and ſo hecalily ouercamethe encmiesarmy 
and ſtillaflaulcing the freſhmen, hee pur them all co flight. There was a mighty-ſlaughter: 
many being forced to flie into the village from whence they came, he purlued-rhemandflewan 
infinite namber. Laſtly, ruſhing amongſt the enemies that fled, he brake incochevillage, where 
all che houſes were full ofarmed men, and euerie houſe roppe full of nien co defendir ; and be» 
caule be cally oucrcame thole that were abroad, hee ouerthrew the houſes, andlo forced them 
that were within to come foorch. , Ochers heckilled in companics with the ruines of the houſes 
whereinchey were ; andifany onechanced to eſcape, the ſouldiers withourthac were ready ar- 
med,with (words killed chem:ſo chat there were ſuch heaps of dead bodies,chatthey who hadlie 
vitorie could nor paſſe thorow the ſtreers for them. The enemies were ſodiſcouraged with'this 
overthrow, that the whole multicudeof them (ſeeing thoſe thar wereſlaine inchevillage) fled d- 
way : and Herod by the benefic of his good fortune had cucn then come to lerulalem, had/not 
winter. tormes hindred him, which was che onely cauſethar hear rhartimegor not afull cow- 
queſt; and that Antiganss was rior veterly ouerrhrowne,whothorow | ION Was 
purpoſedeo leaue the Cirie.

Now whenall his whole army wasafſembled togither, roche numberofabour ſome 11.1egions 
of foormen, and ſix thouſand horſemen, beſiderhe Syrians that cameto helpe him, whichwere 
no ſmall number, he laid his aſſaulrand barterierochenorthermoſt wall; andthe rather becauſs 
hethought himſelfe warranted by the decree ofthe Senate, whereby he was declared robeking, 1

"—_ £525, All the armie that was vnder his gouernment. Meanc while thoſe Iewes that were within theg- 
Natinite,zs. tiewcrediucrlly troubled: fora multirudeofthe weaker ſort, gathering themſelues'togirhera- 
bout che Temple, grew torhisreſolution; that whoſoever ſhould fortunerodie inthisattempe 
The lewes va. {ould bee moſt happy and beloved of God. Burthoſewho were hardieſt amongſtchem, joy- 
Fantly defend Ding themſcluestogither, robbed and tooke away from the reſt what they could, butineſpecial 
themſclues: rhey tooke vittuals from that partthart was nextthecitic: ſo that they neither left mear forhor. 
ſesnor men,and the valianteſt of them all being ler ro defend the wals againſt chole that beſieged 
them, hindred the aduerfarie fromereQting theirrampiers; fo thar they ftillfoundſomenewde- 
uice to hinder the force of their engines; neither did they any waics preuaile ſo muchasbytheir K 
mines which chey made. Asfortherheeues, the king ſought to repreſſe theirincurſions by pla- 
cinganambuſhof men to intercept themz by which meancs hee relieued che want and ſearcitie 
of victuals, by ferching prouiſion from places farre diſtant : Bur notwithſtanding they intheit 
Hght failed in noſort rocxprefſetheir incredible valour; yer did that militaric experience which 
the Romans had, ouer-maſter them by ods.

T his fa&t greatly troubled che Romans, who ſeeing Yeſpaſian bleed, preſetly ſpread theſenewes 
through the wholearmie, andalmoſt all of them came running to ſee their generall, and eſpeci 
ally Titus who feared his fathers death : ſo that the wholearmy partly fortheloue of their gene- 
rall, and partly for the feare of Titzs his ſonne, were greatly troubled : but Yeſpaſian preſencly 
freed chearmic fromall perturbation; and his ſonne Tits from fcare. Forthe grief of the wound 

Thewarre Þcingpaſt, heeſhewed himſelte ro all char wereſorrowfull for him, and incited themtofighr 
renued againſt againſt the Iewes more earneſtly then before; and now cuery oneas it wereto revenge their go- 
the ewes. nerall, deſpiſed alldanger,andaſſaulred the wals,one cxhorting another.1oſeph and hisafſociates, 
notwithſtanding thar many ot them were killed with ſhot, dartsand arrowes; yer they forſooke 
not the wals, bur with fire and fword, and ſtones fiercely aſſaulted them, thar becing defended K 
with hurdles batrered che walles with che Ramme;, bur co lirtle purpoſe : for they were continu 
ally killed, beingin {ighrof theirenemies, and for thar they could not ſeethem, preentlywere 
ſtriken downe. Forrheir fre did makefichalight as though ir had beenday, ſorhat the Romans 
eaſily perceined whitherto dire theirſhor: and for that their engines were not perceiued afar 
off, the Iewescould notdefend rhem(elues from thearrowes and ſtones which were ſhoragainſt 
them, by which meanes many of them were laine, and the rops and eornersof the roiversbea- 
ten cowne. And there wasno man lo well guarded, but he was ſlaine by force of thoſe ſtones; o 
that any man may know of what force har engine is, by chat which hapned that night. Forone 
The force of thar ſtood ncere Io/eph vpon the wall was ſtriken with aſtone, and his head caried from his bo- 
the koman dy by violence of that blow three furlongs, as though it had been caſtour of aſlihg : and thenext K 
day awoman great with child was ftrikenon the belly with one of thoſe ſtones, and the childe 
catiedforthof hec from the place where ſhe was ftriken three furlongs; ſo grearwas the forceof 
this engine: Thereforethe violence of the engines was moreterrible, and likewiſe the noyſe of 
darts, arrowesand other ſhot. And many were ſlaine on every (ide, and che bodies of tholethat 
were killed, ſtnkenagainſt the wall made a noiſe : and within thecitie was hearda pirifulllamen- 
ration, and weepingamong the women ;and withouta heauy mourning and cry ofthem, that 
were woundedto death z and all thar part of the wall where the fight was, lowed with blond: 
ſorhatnow the multicudeof dead bodics had o filled the dirch before the wall,chat the Romans 
mightcaſily paſſe ouer them into the citie,and the mountainesabour did eccho with theeriesof 
the citizens : andall thatnighclong nothing wanted, that cirher might by theeie or care move - 
terror, And many ſtourly f hring for Iorapara died moſt valiantly, many alſo were (ore wout- M 
ded: and notwithſtanding the wall was continually barrered, yer ir was almoſtmorningbefore 
ir fell,bcing all night long beaten with the Ram. And then they of lotapatarepairedrhebreach 
withthcir bodies and armour, before the Romans could ſer bridges roenterit;

And he cauſed other to ſcale the wals,where they 
werenot batrered, tothe incenttharthe rownelmen buſied in reſiſting them , mighr leave the 
breach vimanned; and thereſt being wearicd & oppreſſed with the thickneſſe of the ſhor, ſhould 
of force forlake their ſtanding. Bur 19ſeph percetuing his intent, placed old menand children, and 
choſe that werealrcady wearied, vpon thoſe _ of the wals that were not barrered : & himſelfe 
with the ſtouteſtin rhecitie went rodefendche breach, and placed (1xc men before them; whoni 
C hechoſeour, himlelfe being one of them, to ſuſtainerhe firſt brunt of theirenemies aſfſavle: com- 
manding chem likewiſero ſtoppe their cares, rotheend thar = mighrnor beterrified vvith the 
cries of thearmic. He willed them alſo co defend chemſclues with ſhields againſt the darrs and ar- 
rowes,and giue back alirtle; till ſuch rimeasthearchers quiucrs were emptied: and if fo be thae 
the Romans ſhould offer to make bridges, thar then they with their inſtruments ſhould reſiſt; & 
that cuery one ſhould now fight, nor ro defend his country, burasir were to recouer ir being in a 
maner already loſt ; & imagine that they now did ſcerheir aged mE murdred with their children;

Vatothis placea hugemulticude were gathered, and Ye/paſean ſent Placidss againſt them vvirh 
600 horſmen, whocould no waies gerte vpon the mountaine: wherefore heeexhorred many of 
D them to peace, purring them in hope of pardon : likewiſe divers of the Iewes came downe vnto 
him, asit werercoentrap him, and afſaulr him at vnawares. Placidss for the nonce gave them faire 
ſpeeches, hoping to get them downe into the Plaine: ſo they,as though they would have obeyed 
him, followed him chither, mcaning when chey came there, ſuddaitily co aſſauſr him: yet Plagi- ,, wy 
da; his deviſe rooke place.

committed, for chey deſpaired of all hope of pardon for their miſdeeds. Yer Anan»sthoughtiral- 
rogether intolerable,that the commoa weairh (hould be ſo ouerruled, Afrerthisexhotrarionthe 
people cried out that they were readie to go againſt the therues;and todoe ay they were reque- 
ſed, VVhile(t that Ananss ſele&tedoutthe molt able men for warre, and{crthemin orderythe , 1s bes 
D Zelous came and iſſued out vpon him,and/having intelligence of all his intents and proceedings fe his lou) 
by certaine ſpies which they had appointed vpan purpoſe)being inraged ſallied out,and in com ©* 2F4ialt 
panies,ſom<timeall atonce ;other times in ambuſhes, ſparing none that they mer with. Ananus 
quickly gathered together the people, who wererhore tn numberthien the theeues,yert werethey 
not lo well armed as they ; but what they wanted in armes heir courage didtupply.

North {ide of the citie which before Ceftiss had waſted. 
Tits remoouedhiscampe from thence, and went vnto the place called the Aſſyrians campe 
and ſeiſed vponall berweene thar and Cedron; and beeing wichour the ſhorre of an arrow from 
the ſecond wall, hee began againe toaſſaulric. Then the Iewes dividing the wall betwixt chem to 
defend each orhers part, they reſiſted moſt valiantly. And John and his partakers defendedall 
C Antonia, andthe North part of the Temple from Alexanders roombe: and Simon defended all 
from /ohnsroombe vnto the gare by the rower Hippicos. And many rimes iſſuing our at the Thelewes 
gates they fought hand ro hand with the enemy; beeingalwaies repulled by the diſcipline of che <onfiftwith 
Romanes, only for want of knowledge in warlike affaircs; and Rtillinall fights vpon che walthey | op nas wy 
got the beſt: for the Romans wereaſsiſted by fortune and year ages | the Iewes with deſpe- boldneſle, 
rate boldnes which came of fcare; forthey are of ſtour courage in aduerſitie; Moreouer , the 
Jewes were mooued to fightin hope that way to ſauerheir owneliues : and the Romanesro get 
aſpcedy conqueſt. Neitherpartie was wearie , neither did they cuer ceaſe fromaaulting one 
another : all the day long the Iewes in whole companies madeexcurſions againſtthe Romanes, 
and they omitted nokindeof fight, beginning atſunneriſe , and continuingall night long, farre 
D more terrible to them borh chen inall che day before : the lewes feared leaſt that the Romahs 
ſhould ger the wall ; & che Romans likewiſe miſdreaded thar the Tews ſhould inuade theircamp.

E beacowardinthe pzeſenceof ſucha captaineas Ceſar was. Ceſar himicife beholding and loo- 
king on, who alſo was a witneſle of their deedes that behaued them(clues valiantly, would re+ 
ward euery man for his valour: beſide thar,it was aduanrage to be cafily knowne vnrothe prince 
fora valiant man :ſo that many ofthem ſhewed thar their alacritic was farre greater then cheir 
ſtrength.

TIT Frer that Titus hadreceiued letters from his father, that hee was arriuedinltalic,and al 
Yay Citicswhercin he as yetcame,welcommed him verie joytully,and thar eſpecially Rome 
ter Chrifts berth, ZES had entertained him with great pompeand triumphyhe wasnow eaſed of the care hee 
Th: Cie bad before,and verie ioyfull for his fathers wellfare, and good fortune. For all the people of [- 
Rome enter- Caly did reverence Yeſpaſian, though abſent, as though hee had beene preſent with them, deſi. 
"wind _o "ring to ſec his expeRed arriuall, whoſe comming they ſo hartily wiſhed for.” For the Senate re- 
witmgode mcmbring what calamities bed befallenthe Cine inthe change of Princes, defitedtorecrive 
and pompe- theirEm beat with the honour of olde age, and martiall renowme, whoſepreſence 
onl was 71 is ſubics profit andſafetie. And thevulgar fort alſo troubled before with ci- I 
uill wars, long expected his arrivall, aſſuring themſelues thereby to have an end of their calamity, 
and to recouer againetheir wooneed affluence. Eſpecially he was expeRed by the ſouldiers, who 
knowing his skill in marriall affaires by that which himſclfe had alreadie done. and finding their 
other capraines,vnder whorn they warred, ignorant and vnskilfull,they wiſhed forhiscomming, 
thereby to be delivered fromthe diſgrace, wherein they lued,defiring to receiuchim by whome 
TheRomanes they might both be honoured, and preſerued from daunger. The nobilitie ſeeing himſo beloved 
ilueout 92 of all men,couldno longer waice his comming, but went and met him, hee being farre fromthe 
Veipaſan. Citie,and accompanied bim,and no man ſtaicd his comming,butin whole multitudes they wene 
ro meete him, they were ſo deſirous toſee him : ſorhat more went to meetehim then ſtaicd at 
' home. K 
When newes was brought that hee approched neere vntorhe Citic, andhow friendly and 
curteouſly he had enterrained all men,the people with their wines and children ſtaied in the way 
hee came,to ſalute and fee him:and whereloeuer he came, with joyfull applauſes and acclamati- 
ons they cried,calling him theirconſeruer and benetaRor,andhe whoonely was worthy to bee 
the Romane Emperour,andthe whole Citic was as it had been atempleall hung with garlands, 
and full of ſweete odors and perfumes: and the multitude of people being ſuch that hee could 
Veſpaſiancele- ſcarcely getinto the palace, he cffcred ſacrifices vnto his houſhold gods for his ſafe returne, and 
buarzth pratu- ali che people were feaſted by their tribes kinred andneighbours, ſacrificing vnto God, and re+ 
lavery tacrifice queſting thatYeſpaſian might long coorinuetheir Emperour,and his ſonne after him, andrhar 
arial, —the Empiremightneuer depart from hislinage. The Citicof Rome hauing thus receiued Peſ- L 
paſuan,it preſently was bleſſed with all happineſle andfelicitic.

gainſt them, who terrified with the report of his comming, yeelded vnto him, thereby gai- 
ning this, that without bloudſhed they were brought vnder ſubiction as before. Now all 
things in Gallia being well diſpoledof, fothatit was notcafie for them although they would, 
to rebell any more, Domitian returned againe to Rome, being a credire vneo his age and 
countrey. 
Arthe ſame time alſo the Scythians rebelled, and the Sarmares aſſembled in great multi- T1, $citiiank 
rudes,and paſſed ouer the river Iſtrum, andwith great violence and crueltie comming vnexpe- andSarmates 
A-d,(l:w manie of the Romane garriſons, whom they found in ſtrong holds : and Fonteius A+ Powe mooncy 
grippaes Lieatenant, who had been Conſull,mecting them, bade them barrel), and fought verie 
valiantly : which done,they went all ouer the countries adioyning, waſting, robbing, and ſpoy- 
lingthem. When Yeſpeſian heard thereof, and how Aſia was all waſted, hee ſent Rubrims Gal- 
lus to be reuenged vpon them :who hauing ſlaine wanie of them in fight, hee forcedthe reſt to 
retire into their owne countrey. The genecall of the armie hauing thus eaded that warre;provi- 
dedtopreuentthem, if hereafter they did attempt the like, for hz built farremore ſtronger 
forts then were beforeyſo that the eneinie could no way palle out of their owne countrey: by 
D which mcanes the warsin Mzlia were quickly ended.

Veſpaſian having received their prailes, they offering ſtill roſpeake now in his commendations, 
he beckned with his hand,and made a figne vnto them to be ſilent: which beingdone, he aroſe vp, 
and coucring the greateſt part of his head with his garment, he performed hisſolemnvowes,and 
Tits alſo did the like. That done, Yeſpaſian ſpake vitothem all in in fewe words,and 
ſo diſmiſſed the ſouldiers to goe to dinner, which according to thecul Emperour was 
to prouide for them: himſelfe departed from them to the triumphane gare ſo called, for thatall L 
triumphs paſſed that way, and they did cate meat and put on'triumphant apparell, hauing offe- 
red facritices vato the Gods that were placed by the gate, and ſo wentintriumph all along the 
place, where people ſtrivedto ſeethem, tothe cnde that all people might haue a better view of 
magnifi- them, But the ſpeRacles there exhibited, both fornumber, varietie, and coſtlineſſe; cannot be 
deſcribed ſufficiently,being excellent in all things, which any man could deuiſe, both workeman- 
ſhip,riches,and varicties,and noueltics of nature, For almoſt all things that ever were in any 
place amongſtmen that livedin felicitieeither rich or beauritull,and pleaſant to beholde; all of 
them werethatday ſhewed and ſeene in that triumph, giuing a teſtimonie of the large domini- 
ons of the Romans. For there was ſuch ſtore of works of gold,ſiluer and yuorie, thar-one would 
not haue deemed them,to haue beene made onely for the pompe of that day:butto have been o M 
plentitull, as if they had flowed all aboutthe citic: omecariedfine tapeſtric madeof all fortsof

And Ceſar, ſeeing thar it was neceflarie ro beware of the 
lewes, who were naturally enclined to {edition and vnquiernes, fearing alſothar they 
would onceagaine gather them(ſclues rogirher,and cariſe ſometo ioine with them, he comman- 
ded Lupus to deſtroy the temple, which 0niasereftedin EgYPt, which was builded andnamed 

Onias by Pro- ypon this occaſion. 0n:as the lonne of Simon one of the high prieſts, beeing driucnoutof Teru- 
OE On. falem, Antiochws king of Syria then warring againſt the ewes, he camevnto Alcxandria,and was 
of {l incd by Prolomems wh henallo enemie vnto Antiochus, affirming that 

and temple courteouſly entertained by who wast , afhrming 
inEgypt. he wouldannex vnto his countrey the people of the Iewes,if hee would agreero that which hee 
required. The king accordingro all that could be granted, hee requeſted him co permic him to 
build a Temple in ſome place of his countrey, and that heemight worſhip God therein ac- 
cording to the cuſtome of their countrey : for ſo the Tewes would hare CAntiochw the more, 
who had deſtroied their cempleat Jeruſalem, and be friendly vnro him, and many of them did K 
flievnto him for religion ſake. Prolomessagreed ſorodoc, and gaue him a peece of ground for 
that purpoſe, a hundrethand foureſcoreſtounds from Memphis, in thatplace which was called 
the way to Heliopolis : where On/as building acaſtle, made al{oa remplevnlike rochar of Teruſa- 
ſalem; burhe cre&ed atower likethar of Icruſalem,with ſtones, that was threeſcore cubitslong, 
ro drm and he builran altar afterthe faſhion of that of his countrey, andadorned itwith all manner of 
gifrs(faue onely a candleſticke) which had in ſteede thereof a lampe co giuclight, which he cau- 
ſed robe hung beforcthe Altar ina golden chaine, andheinuironedall the remple witha wall 
made of bricke, and the gates hemade of ſtone, and the king granted vnto ir great reuenewes of 
money and _ co theintencrhat cheprieſts might haue aboundance of allchings vvhich 

they required. 

BurOnia did not this with a good conſcience, bur for that hee wasat variance withthe lewes 
of Icruſalem, for that they forced him ro flie :and hee perfwaded himſelfe that by the building 
of this remple, he might withdraw all men from Teruſalem thitherzand of this, there was a pto- 
phecie nine hundred threeſcoreand ten yeeres before, and Eſaias forerold thara cerraine lewe 
ſhould buildaemple in Egypt. And thus that temple was builc, and Zapme hauing recciuedthe 

Tus hue. EMPperours letters went vnto the temple, & raking away certaine gifts from it,heſhurirvp:/ 
terhthe lewes after him Palins who ſucceeded iin his ſtecd, left nor one gift there (for he threarncd theprieſts 
ourotthe if cheydid not bring forth all) and permitted notany tharcamethirher for to facrifice rocome 
m—_— neercit; but ſhutting vp the gate thereof, hee leftno{igne of diuine ſcruice there, and from the 
time ic was builerill che time irwas ſhut vp, werethree hundreth thirty andchrec yeeres.

Furcher- 
C more, they who among the Greekes were the firſt thar introduced Philolophy; and the knovy- 
ledge of celeſtiall and diuine chings,char is ro fay, Pherecydes the Syrian, Pythagoras arid- Thales, 
chele all of them confeſſe wirhoneaccord, tharbeing inſtruted by (as ITT ve Chaldeis, 
chey haue publiſhed (ome few writings, whichare ſuppoſed to: bee the auncient thar area- 
mongche Greekes, and it is hardly belieuedaliotharchey were written by rhem. Whartreaſon 
therefore haue the Greeks to be (o proud, as if there werenone butthemicluesonely, whoknew 
cheaffairesof antiquirie,and could exa&tly expreſle theirtrurh and vericie? Or whocannorea(- 
ly coniefture by their owne Writers themlelues,thar their wricings wereonely vpon hearclay & 
uppolicion, and thar their ſtile was onely ried rotheirvaineconietures.' Hence commeeh it ro 
paſle, that in their bookes they cauilland reproue one anorher; &make no conſcience'to main-

Bat ic may be laid, thar I raske my ſclteroa fruitleſſe labour, if I ſhould goe aboutto informe 
choſe who are berrerexperienced then my ſclfe; in how many points Hellanitas differeth from 
Aruſulaus as touching the Genealogie: in how many places #reſilavs hath correted Herodotus, 
or how Ephorss hath approued char Hellaniews was aliarinthe greacerpart of that which hee res 
ciccth. Ephorus hath been reproued by Timeus, andingenerall, all them haue taxed Herodotus, 
Neither hath 7imess vouchlafed to accord with Antiochus, or Philiſias; or Callias, inthe Hiſto- 
ries of Sicily. Neicher hauethcy who havewricren the hiſtozies of Arhens, orrhvle who have 
encreated of the Argoliques, followed others. Whar need Treckon vp thoſe whoinparticolat 
haueentreatcd of Cirics, or of ſuccin& and ſhore matters: whereas inthe deſcription of the Per- p 
ſian warre, andthoſe exploits that were performed therein, thoſe of greateſt authoritieare moſt 
at oddes, Thacidides is accuſed by ſome fora liar in diuers places, notwithſtanding that hee ſec- q1,qq,qmus 
meth ro haue delcribedthe hiſtorieofhis time moſtexatly.

 Secingehereforethar both che Egyptians and Babylonians long time ſince vſed all diligence 
inwricing, infomuch as their prieſts were hereunto enioined, who did moſt curiouſlie encreat 
af all ſuch points: theſameallodid the Chaldeisamongſt the Babylonians , and the Phcenici- 
ciansalſo(inhabitingamongſt the Greekes) vied lawes (both concerning priuateand publike af. 1. 
faires) which becauleall men confeſſeir, [ willomit toſpeake of. I ler paſſe allo to recount what 
care ournation had ofthis point ( no doubtgreater thenthoſenationsaboue mentioned had) 
charging our high pricſtsand prophets, to execute this office, which cuſtome hath beenobſer. 
ued evenvntill this ourage: yea (and if I may preſumed far) wilt bee obſcrued inall ſucceeding 
ages,as by che ſcopeof my ſpeech enſuing, 1 will endeuourto make mamifeſt. For ournationdid 
notonely depute this office rothe moſt iuſt men amongſtthem in the beginning, and vntoſuch 
as were alwaies ready-to appealethe heauy diſpleaſure, and wrath of God kindled againſtthem 
burtheyalloprouided ropreſerue the line and deſcent of prieſts from all impuritie,and from be- 
ing intermingled with a ons no:manamongſt vs can beaprieſt, who1s not borne ofa wo- 
man deſcended from theprieſts line ; neither inthis caſe isany reſpe& madecitherof riches or K 
honours: burthe partie whoclaimeth the dignitie of prieſthood, muſt by many witneſſesprove 
his Genealogic, and that hee is deſcended from pricſts. This cuſtome is not onely of force in 
lewrie,-our owne countrey, but whereſocuerelſeany of our nation inhabite, as in Egypr, and 
Babylon, andin any otherplace, where continuallic the prieſts in their marriages haue this re- | 
ſpc&norromarrie withany womanthart is not of their own line, & they ſend vmtoleruſalemthe 
nameand pedigree ofthewoman whom they haue married, andal teſtimony hereof which they 
can deduce from her anceſtors. Now if warres moleſtour nation (as often they haue) inthe 
time of Antiochus ſurnamed Epiphanes, of Pompeythe great, Quintilins Yaro, and clpeciallic in $ 
thisour age, then thoſe prieſts who ſaruiue make new Genealogies, and pedigrees-our of our 
holy wric forthe foreſaid women, thatare not deuoured by the fury of war. For they comevnto L 
thele women, not fearing the company of ſtrangersamongſt who they liue: yea thisisaneul- 
dent roken ofthe prieſts integrity, that euery prieftduring the reuolution of two thouſand yeers 
are regiſtred rogither withche names of tharr fathers, and.if any onedoe erre or falſife _ 
the things beforclaid,he is then interdifted from thealtar,and from cxerciſing any prieſtly tunc- 
tion. Sotharin the writings of ſuch menall things muſt of neceſsitiebe true, and as they ought 
to be, forthat neitherallmenarepermittedto write, nor yetany diſſonance and diſagreement 
is found in their writings. Forſuch thingsaspaſtin auncient times quire beyond the memone 
of men, were only written by our Prophers,who had the knowledge therof by in(pirationtrom 
God himlelfe: bur other things of latrertime are onely recorded by thoſe, wholiued incheage 
wherein the things _—_— of were done. The beoke amongſt vsconraining the hiſtories 
allages, are neicher infinit nor onerepugnane to another: for allour Chronicle is contained in M 
ewoand twentie bookes, to which bookes it is impietic rodeny credir. WP 
Fiuc of theſe bookes were wrirten by Moſes,comprehending Genealogics, and the beginning 
of mankind, andſuch notable events as hapned cuen from the beginning of the world varill tus 
death, whichis lirtle lefſechen three chouand yeeres.

Moreouer, the painters and image-makerss K 
multirudeot mongſt the Grecks, had agreat hand in making of gods, it being lawfull for them euerie onero 
gods. frame what ſhape he liſt, and how hcliſt, ſome ofearth, others in colours: and the chiefeſt gods 
makers amongſt them v{ciuory and gold to make their gods of; a trucargument of theirmu- 
table noueltie. And then the ancient gods whom they firftio honoured and reverencedast 
could polsibly deuiſe, being now withered with age, are out of credit, andother yongſters 
{eſſe their places & honours : their templesalſo ſome are delolate, others newly ereed,asmen 
cum gay contrariwile they ought moſt conſtantly co keepe theiropinion of God, and

Appolonins Molon was one of theſe proud fooles : but rhoſe Grecians that followed true 
| Philolophic, knew all that is alreadie ſaid, and the colde reaſons of this allegorie, and therefore L 
Plato decreed did juſtly deſpile them,and agreed with vs in thetrue & decent opinion of Gods nature, Which 
mf Plato wel ſeeing,affirmerh that Poers arenot to be petmicted ina common wealth,and ſenderh | 
mittedina Homeraway very honourably crowned andannointed, leaſt that he with fables ſhould deſtroy 
comon wealth gr Jepraue the true opinion of God. For Platoof all others eſpecially imitated ourlaw-maker, 
as he did herein alſo, commaunding all his Cicizens that all of them ſhould perfeRly learne his 
Lewes, and char for no caſualtie, any ſtrange forraine cuſtome ſhould be admirred intorheita- 
tie, bur that their common wealth ſhould bee pure, and they perſiſt in theobſeruation of rheir 
lawes. Bur Appolonivs Molon notreſpeCting this, inueigherh againſt vs, for nor recetuing 1nt0 
our ſocieric men of ſtrange opinions or religion, whereas not onely wee doe ſo, bur commoly 
all Greekes, yea and the moſtprudent amongſtthem. The Lacedemonians did expellall ſtran- 
gers,and 4d nor permit their citizens to travell into other countries, fearing that by boththele M

haucn of faluation. Neuer any man did ſecke ſo valiantly ro defend his citic from an enemie, as 
this holy old man did his ſoule, who amongſt ſtripes, crofſesand flames, was ſtill the fame man 


A Emilitude hee was before, Foras the toppe of a high rocke ſtandeth ſafe, and refiſterh the wauewithoura- 


ny domage vnto it ſelfe ; euen (odid therockeof reaſon in this man bear backthe rage of thoſe 
rempeſtuous waues that did beat againſt his bodice, not permitting them to breakeinand pierce {; 
the celeſtialland diuine power of the ſoule. O happy old man, more bleſſed then all of thy age, 
Opricſt moreſacred then all other prieſts, who didſtnor pollute chy facredlippes with profane 
meats ; impictic found no entrance that way,from whence {o many praycrsto God had procee- 
ded. The tyrants crueltie could not preuaile againſt thee, thou thereforc art madean example 
for all Prieſts of God ro imitate. Such a one behooued it aprieſtro bee, more ſtrong then tor- 
mens, moreable ro ſufferthen the torturers co infli&t puniſhment, more forcible then Princes 
commaunds, ycaand more potent then the fire, wherin thou didſt periſh: and finally chouwaſt 
ordained to be crowned with the lawrell of martyrdome for thy ſufferance.Thou haſtſurpaſſed 
all anriquirie, thou ſhalt bean example to all poſtcritie. Ifthen feeble old age wherinallſtrengeh 
and hear of bodie was extinguiſhed, now —_ ſufferrorments (as beeingalready brokenwith L 
age) could by rheaduice of reaſon endure ſo many torments, ſomany mileries , who daredenie 
reaſon to be the chiefe cauſe of our ſufferance? Vee haue ſeenethar all crucltic harh beeneover- 
come by a determination to perſiſt in the ſeruice and ſeareof God, yermany affirmetharnorall 
men who vietheaduice of reaſonarcable to vndergoeſuch agonies ; bur their aſſertion is vaine, 
and of no force : for moſt evident itis, that he cncly is ouercomeby paine, whom wiſdom hath 
not armed with paricnce. And no maruaileifhe whoraſhly cnterpriſerh ſo weightie a marter, & 
without due conſideration,doarlaſt forlakeand repent himſelfe ofthat which heſo vnaduiſedly 
vndertooke. Burif we with dueaduiceang deliberation arme our ſelues, it is noran cafiemat- 
ter toremoouevs by any misfortune from our determination ; when we makeaccount charmif- 
forrunc will betide vs, weeare notcaſily dilinaicd therear when irdorh beride , for charnorbing * 
befell vs that we expeted nor.
